five stills with a total capacity 
of more than 
1,000 gallons 


were confiscated by a party of 
officers under Constable H. F. 
Baker three miles out on "Alli- 
gator Bayou. 


Baker accompanied by Dep- 


uty Bennet left Port Arthur about 3 
o'clock this morning, and 
circled 


through the marshes where they lay 
in wait for suspected bootleggers to 
put in their appearncce, but not one 
showed up. 


Fire stills captured were within 


radius of a half mile of' one another 
back up the bayou, from the Texas 
Company's tank farm. 


According to Baker the place where 


the stills were captured-plainly show* 
ed signs of having been in use for 
some time, a small dumping ground 
baring been piled* op in the marshes 
out of the mash which had been run 
through the stills.-Empty cans show- 
ing the bootleggers had camped there 
for long periods (were 
in evidence 


about the places where the stills were 
captured. 


The fire stills confiscated in today's 


early morning raids bring the total 
of Baker's up to 11 since he took of- 
fice last August. 


In addition to the stills captured 


11 barrels of mash were destroyed and 
about a gallon at,white whisky con- 
fiscated. 


The stills were brought to the city 


jail where they will be sold for junk 
sometime soon.
